But for reasons good or bad, the 
Progressive Groups have decided to 
follow the Party psychology and 
Party methods of discussion once 
more. In keeping with Party methods 
We lave moved an amendment to the 
Budget. Virtually, our amendment 
amounts to a request that, temporar- 
‘ily, Canada should disregard the gold 
basis in her financing. With ‘this 
view I entirely agree, but I regret 
thhat it should have been presented as 
an amendment to the Budget, since 
being moved in that connection it is 


|doomed to inevitable defeat involv- 


ing, as. it does, a want of confidence 
in the administration, and the admin- 
istration having a very large major- 
ity in the House. 

Our amendment will, however, af- 
ford us an opportunity to discuss. the 
merits of more intelligent financing 
in relation to the present industrial 
crisis, and at the same time enable 
us to vote against the Budget and 
also the amendment of the Liberals. 
Beyond these ends nothing can come 
of our amendment. - 

The most general regret on the 
part of those'so far taking part in 
the debate has been that no provi- 
sion whatsoever has been made in 
the Budget for unemployment relief, 
nor has there been indicated any 
policy which would afford . reagon- 
able hope of improvement to’ any 
marked degree of the unemployment 
situation. Personally, however, I do 
not think that the Budget is the prop- 
er place and time to make provision 
for unemployment ‘relief. There are 
several reasons for this; I will give 
only one at the moment, and that 
is that it would be impossible to ar- 
rive at any definite amount since: it 
is impossible to say at this time how 
much money will be required to re- 
lieve unemployment from this date 
tothe 31st of Marcly next. It would, 
therefore,. be:-better for the -Govern- 
ment ‘to obtain authority from Parlia- 
ment to spend whatever amount of 
money may be required, and to re- 
ceive that authority by special legis- 
lation . dealing exclusively with un- 
employment. In view of the situa- 
tion as it exists in respect to unem- 
ployment in the country, I feel reas- 
onably sure that the Government will 
not permit the Session to close until 
some provision is made to relieve 
any distress which may result from 
the inability of people to find’ em- 
ployment. 

Events are daily making it more 
evident that some fundamental 
change in the economic system must 
be effected before the economic dif- 
ficulties from which we now suffer 
can be removed. The whole question 
is—how shall such changes be ef- 
fected? The civilized peoples are 
gradually being divided into three 
camps. In one camp they are clam- 
ouring for revolution; im another 
they are advocating fundamental 
changes by process of evolution, and 
everything will come out alright if 
in the third they are saying that 
We only leave them alone. Perhaps 
most people agree with the evolution- 
ary school, but if so, it is high time 
that we recognized the responsibil- 
ities which the evolutionary method 
involves. Revolution is the last re- 
sort of misery and ignorance, sand is 
usually engendered by the inaction 
of those who believe in the eternal 
character of the present system. If, 
therefore, we are to avoid a catas- 
trophe by adopting evolutionary 
means, the nation must commit itself 
to intelligent direction of its econom- 
ic life with a view of utilizing every 
economic agency for the purpose of

STETTLER TEACHERS HAVE 
SALARIES REDUCED 


The School Board, at its meeting 
on Monday night, drew up a new 
schedule of salaries, which have 
been revised to meet current condi- 
tions. This step was taken after 
long consideration in view of the 
fact that the staff have been doing 
good work during the past few 
years. But it was thought an 
equitable arrangement would be 
made if the salaries for all grades 
be put back to what they were a 
year ago. The public school teach- 
ers work ona _ definite schedule, 
there ‘being an increase of $50.00 
each year up to the maximum of 
$1,200 for the Grades up to 7, and 
$1,400 in Grade 8. In the high 
school the increases are not so def- 
initely arranged. No increases were, 
given in any Grade this year, but 
all salaries were put back to the 
amounts received for each position 
for the term ending June 30th, 1930. 
The minimum for new teachers in 
the public school was fixed at 
$1,000.00. The saving to the rate- 
payers amounts to $1,200 this com- 
ing year, starting from September 
1st, and as most ratepayers are 
up against it, they will welcome this 
reduction in the expense of run- 
ning the public and high schools.— 
Independent. 


CONFERENCE ON JOBLESS 
HELD AT PRALIAMENT BLDGS. 


Edmonton, June 11.—That_ the 
burdensome and should be adjusted,

Another Argument 


for Pasteurization 


SEPTIC SORE THROAT was introduced to us 


in America, so tO speak, by Boston, 


Brooklyn and Cambridge, in the spring of 1911, and since that time recurring epidemics 


have taken a heavy toll of raw milk users. 


In spite of the various publications on the 


subject and the teaching °f milk experts and sanitarians generally, we cannot escapel 
the conclusion that the disease is too little considered, and even health officers are, 
not as much awake to the necessities of the case as they should be, though we express 
this opinion with full sympathy for the legal and technical difficulties which confront 
many of them in their official work. 


The latest epidemic to attract wide attention occurred in Lee, Mass., in June and July, 
1928, Lee is a town of 4,000 inhabitants.

studied epidemiologically and bacteriologically, so that we have an exact and clear ac- 


count of it. 


We cannot do better than to emphasize the views of experts who p°int out that in spite 
of our knowledge and insistence on protection of water supplies, Our attempts at en, 
forcing sanitary laws in regards to milk often meet with discouragement and: lack of 
sympathy on the part of consumers, and with distinct opposition on the part of produc- 


ers and distributors. 


Septic sore throat is due to a hemolytic streptococcus, usually of the epidemicus type 


and Is practically exclusively a milk-borne disease. 


Fortunately the streptococcus is! 


comparatively easily killed by heat, so that even ordinary pasteurization will render a 


milk supply safe. 


Among other important features brought out in the investigations, two are of especially 
practical value—the apparent responsibility of a single cow, and the fact that an in- 
fected quarter may not show gross lesions, and produce milk of apparently normal 


character. 


One cow in an otherwise healthy herd showed distinct disease In the front 


quarter, the milk from which had been excluded. However, the hind quarter on the same 
side, though apparently healthy, and giving milk of apparently good quality, was found 
to contain great numbers of the 8. epidemicus. The animal was kept under observation 
for two months, during which time samples of milk were frequently examined. The two 
right quatrers remained normal in appearance and negative for S. epidemicus. We must 
recognize that dalrymen n°t infrequently use the milk from one or more quarters of a 


diseased udder. 


Our only protection at present against this, as well as against other milk-borne dis- 
eases, is PROPER PASTEURIZATION. Once again we wish to insist that all market 


milk should be pasteurized.

FIVE CENT GALLON CUT ON 
FUEL COST MADE BY COMPANY 


Toronto, June 10.—Reduction in 
price of five cents per gallon on 
tractor kerosene and of 15 per cent 
on tractor lubricating oils, through- 
out the prairie provinces, effective 
June 10, was announced Tuesday by 
John McNeil, director in charge of 
marketing, Imperial Oil Company, 
Limited. 

Reasons for the reduction were ex- 
plained ina statement accompany- 
ing the announcement. “This reduc: 
tion is possible,” it said, “because of 
recent recessions in the price of 
crude oil upon which the cost of all 
petroleum products is predicted. As 
this recession in crude oil prices 
would permit a reduction of only a 
fraction of a cent on gasoline prices, 
which it would be difficult to extend 
to the consumer on account of in- 
creased sales tax, it has been decid- 
ed to extend the entire benefit to the

Camromse, June 15,—The Camrose 
council at the last meeting decided 
to take immediate action to aid the 
100 unemployed men here, by rushing 
public work along. 

Work will commence immediately 
on sidewalks’ in the west end of the 
town and the storm sewer, which is 
near completion will be rushed to a 
finish. 

The 100 workless men will work on 
shifts, 20 men a day. 

This shift arrangement will allow 
the men to work over two weeks, 
after which they will be employed 
on the streets of the town. 

Appropriations were made for an 
extensive road improvement  pro- 
gram. The main highways in the 
town will be graded and gravelled by 
the unemployed when the sewer work 
ends. 


LEDUC COUNCIL SET TAX RATES 


Leduc, June 17.—The Leduc town 
council at the meeting Tuesday night 
cut the 1931 tax levies by two mills 
all around. The levy for this year was 
fixed as follows: Municipal, 16 mills; 
school, 34 mills; farm lands, 13 mills;

business tax 10 per cent of the rental 
walue.

FOURTH FORTNIGHTLY 
: CROP REPORT 


(Issued by Department of Agricul- 
ture, Province of Alberta, Edmon- 
ton, June 18th. 1931). 

Crop conditions throughout Alber- 
ta have ibeen much improved by the 
showers of the past few days. Re- 
ports indicate that almost all parts 
of the province have received precip- 
itation although the amount varies 
widely at different points. Showers 
are reported in the Peace River dis- 
trict and throughout Northern Al- 
berta. Quite heavy rains fell along 
the main line of the C.P.R. from Cal- 
gary to Edmogton and for some dis- 
tance east. Fair rains were also 
experienced in the area south of Cal- 
gary and around Lethbridge. Farther 
east in the central part of the prov- 
ince, where drought conditions have 
been severe, showers have been gen- 
eral although some districts have re- 
ceived very little tc date. 

All seeding is completed with the 
exception of acreage being sown for 
green feed. The recent rains have 
encouraged farmers to increase the 
area devoted to this purpose. Where 
drought conditions. have been most 
severe, early sown crops have suffer- 
ed to a degree from which they can- 
not fully recover and yields will in- 
evitably be below average. Late sown 
grains are now making satisfactory 
‘progress and with continued favor- 
able conditions should produce satis- 
factory yields. It is generally consid- 
ered that the hay crop will be light 
due to the prolonged period of dry 
weather. Pastures which in many in- 
stances have made very little growth 
are showing improvement. Farmers 
are taking advantage of present 
moisture conditions to sow clover, 
alfalfa and grass seeds. Special 
crops, particularly on the irrigated 
areas, are in good condition and with 
the continuation of favorable weather 
should give satisfactory yields. 

Slight damage from cutworms is 
reported in widely scattered areas 
but this is not a serious factor to 
date. Several small outbreaks of 
grasshoppers have occurred and im- 
mediate steps have been taken to 
supply poison to meet this condition. 

Livestock has suffered consider- 
ably from shortage of pasture and 
water and are not in as good condi- 
tiono as is usual at this season. It 
is expected, however, that with the 
present moisture and’ better pasture 
conditions, considerable improvement 
will be made.

’ Fites breed in any collection of 
waste organic matter, such as garb- 
age, put preferably on horse manure.

Outside privies should be screened 
so as to prevent the entrance of 
flies. 

Houses should be screened, and if 
flies succeed in entering, notwith- 
standing precautions, they should 
bie killed. Flies should never be al- 
lowed to light on food. The baby’s 
food, particularly, should be protect- 
ed carefully, as flies may spread 
summer diarrhoea. 

Flies are dangerous. They should 
be destroyed because they are 
spreaders of disease.

Edmonton, June 11.—More and het- 
ter human service could be rendered

Canada used 
600,000,000 gallons of gasoline a year 
and if it was costing four cents a 
gallon too much it ment the © ofl 
companies were taking $24,000,000 
from the people of the dominion. 


Mr. Bothwell went extensively 
into the dividends paid by the 
principal companies selling gasoline 
and dwelt on the undertaking not to 
increase prices because of the  in- 
creases of the tariff made at the 
emergency session. 


At the last session the duty was 
increased to 2% cents a_ gallon. 
The high-test gasoline brought into 
Canada by the oil producing com- 
panies was the only’ kind that 
came into competition with that of 
Turner Valley. ; 

“I think,” Mr. Bothwell said, 
“that it will surprise honorable 
members of the house to find we 
are being mulcted in Canada to 
the extent of from four to seven 
cents per gallon.” 

“The Seople of this country have 
been mulcted by the higher gaso- 
line tariffs and they should be’ re- 
moved,” declared Mr. Bothwell. The’ 
farmers in 1930 used 130,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline and the four cents 
difference in price represented “$65,- 
000,000 in exorbitant taxes. Canada 
as a whole used 600,000,000 gallons 
of gasoline;-which meant “the oil 
companies are taking $24,000,000 
from the people ‘of this country if 
they are charging the four cents 
extra.” ;
